CONCERNING  THE 

GOOSE  CREEK  TOWNSHIP  CARNEGIE  LIBRARY 

The  DeLand  Woman’s  Club  set  aside  the  proceeds  from  the  Lecture  Course 
of  1908-9  as  the  beginning  of  a fund  for  the  free  public  library.  Later  a li- 
brary committee,  appointed  from  the  club,  solicited  the  citizens  for  amounts 
to  be  added  to  this  fund.  The  response  was  so  encouraging  that  the  club  de- 
cided to  ask  the  voters  of  Goose  Creek  Township  to  vote  a tax  for  this  pur- 
pose. April  4,  191  1,  by  a good  majority,  a two-mill  tax  was  voted  to  support 
a Free  Public  Library  in  Goose  Creek  Township. 

Correspondence  was  taken  up  with  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  who  very 
promptly  and  generously  gave  $8,000  for  a Free  Public  Libraiy  Building. 

CONCERNING  THE  BUILDING 

Area  of  building  30x47  feet;  two  west  reading  rooms  16x18  feet;  two  east 
reading  rooms  9x18  feet.  Lecture  room  19x30  feet. 

Plan:  Basement---Hall  with  vault,  unpacking  room,  boiler  room,  coal 
room,  kindling  room,  water  plant  room,  toilet  and  lavatory,  lecture  room. 
Main  floor— -Reading  rooms,  vestibule,  toilet,  lavatory  and  cloak  rooms.
